Busy  Bobby 
Finds  Peace 
in  the  Valley

In  the  title  track  of  his  latest  album, 
award-winning  jazz  artist  Bobby  McFer- 
rin  sings  the  praises  of  the  "Simple 
Pleasures"  he  enjoys  in  his  Noe  Valley 
homestead:  reading  "the  Good  Book"  in 
his  favorite  chair,  preparing  sons  Taylor 
and  Jevon  for  school,  and  gently  waking 
his  wife,  Debbie. 

But  off  the  record,  Bobby  says  his  life 
has  gotten  a  good  deal  more  complex 
since  he  and  Debbie  first  graced  the 
pages  of  this  newspaper  seven  years  ago. 
Four  Grammies.  three  albums,  two  chil- 
dren, and  many  concerts  and  festivals 
later,  Bobby's  about  ready  for  a  rest. 

"I'm  sort  of  riding  on  this  level  of 
stress  that  I  can't  even  get  rid  of."  the 
normally  serene  singer  testifies  from  his 
back  deck.  "What  even  seems  like  being 
relaxed  isn't,  because  there's  still  tension 
in  my  body,  in  my  back,  [due  to]  flying, 
sleeping  in  different  beds,  drinking  dif- 
ferent water,  eating  different  food,  inter- 
views in  hotels  with  people  waking  you 
up  from  naps,  different  climates,  all 
these  factors." 

But  it's  hard  to  just  stick  around  the 
neighborhood  when  you're  known  and 
loved  around  the  world.  Make  no  mis- 
lake,  Bobby's  glad  that  he's  come  all  this 
way  since  he  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
from  New  Orleans  in  1980.

about  locating  the  after-school  funds, 
which  are  currently  administered  by  the 
city's  Recreation  and  Parks  Commission. 

"During  the  process  of  the  last  six 
weeks,  we've  learned  that  the  libraries 
were  in  fact  serving  an  after-school  func- 
tion, but  were  not  adequately  equipped 
and  staffed  to  do  so."  Britt  said.  "So  while 
maintaining  library  services,  we  will 
now  be  in  a  position  to  offer  quality  after- 
school  services  for  children  and  youth."

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Fairmount  Isn't  New  Jersey 

Editor: 

Thanks  for  your  even-handed  coverage 
ot  (he  Fairmouni  rezoning  ordinance 
written  by  Supervisor  Bill  Maher  and 
supported  by  81  percent  of  our  voting 
neighbors,  I'm  very  proud  of  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

One  small  but  crucial  error  crept  into 
the  June  article,  however.  You  say  we're 
rezoning  to  RHI.  when,  in  fact.  we.  the 
neighbors  and  residents  of  the  Fair- 
mount,  only  intend  to  rezone  those  lots 
which  are,  Hke  mine,  presently  RH2  to 
RHl-S,  We  have  no  plan  to  rezone  any- 
thing to  RH  I.  which  means  one  unit  only. 

With  RHl-S  zoning.  I  can  still  build 
two  units  on  my  properly,  but  my  second 
unit  may  be  no  more  than  600  square 
feet.  This  would  give  me  extra  income, 
but  discourage  me  from  building  a  "Rich- 
mond Special." 

Under  the  rezoning,  the  members  of 
the  Residential  BJilders  Association  will 
still  be  able  to  build  two-unit  housmg 
here,  to  the  extent  that  non-union  person- 
nel among  them  can  stand  the  heat  from 
organized  labor.  Likewise,  homeowners 
can  expand  within  rational  bounds  if  they 
wish.  Although,  as  Bill  Maher  said  in 
your  story,  there  are  some  instances 
where  maintaining  single-family  houses 
keeps  property  values  high,  "the  whole 
point  is  to  preserve  the  existing  character 
of  the  neighborhood."  For  sure,  this  isn't 
New  Jersey,  this  is  San  Francisco. 
Our  new  RHl-S  zoning  requires  more

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Nancy's  Friend's 
Friend  Reads 
the  Heavens 
from  Noe

Timing  is  everything,  says  Nicki 
Michaels. 

She's  the  Duncan  Street  astrologer 
who  plotted  the  course  of  the  stars  for 
scheduling  one  of  the  decade's  most 
momentous  steps  toward  world  peace. 
On  the  computer  in  her  quiet  office,  she 
drew  up  the  astrological  charts  that  were 
eventually  used  to  advise  President 
Ronald  Reagan  as  to  the  most  opportune 
time  to  sign  the  Intermediate-range 
Nuclear  Forces  (INF)  treaty  with  the 
Soviet  Union. 

Yes,  one  of  the  seeds  for  the  "Astrology 
in  the  White  House"  story  that  burst  onto 
the  national  scene  this  spring  was  planted 
right  here  In  Noe  Valley. 

"It's  ironic.  Tm  not  a  Reagan  suppor- 
ter." says  Michaels.  39.  "But  Tm  glad  to 
be  any  part  of  a  treaty  which  stops  nu- 
clear build-up."  (Congress  passed  the 
INF  treaty  May  27.  then  Reagan  and 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  pledged 
to  uphold  it  a  few  days  later  in  Moscow.) 

Michaels  has  never  met  Reagan,  nor 
did  she  realize,  until  recently,  that  she 
regularly  ciphered  his  astrological  chart. 
But  for  10  years,  she  has  used  her  DR70 
computer  to  do  heavenly  calculations 
for  clients  of  the  Nob  Hill  astrologist 
Joan  Quigley.  the  woman  First  Lady 
Nancy  Reagan  calls  "my  friend  in  San 
Francisco." 

The  revelation  that  the  Reagans  rely 
on  Quigley  to  plan  major  events,  and  that 
Quigley  relies  on  Michaels  for  data, 
hasn't  brought  Michaels  any  nearer  to 
Washington's  inner  circle.  "I  think  this  is 
the  closest  I'll  ever  get  to  the  White 
House,"  she  laughs. 

But  it  has  brought  her  a  few  extra 
clients,  and  tons  of  attention.  Reporters 
from  People  magazine,  the  Wall  Street 
Journal.  Paris  Match  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chronicle  have  all  interviewed  her, 
as  did  Cable  News  Network. 

"The  nicest  part  of  it  was  having  my 
parents  in  New  York  see  me  on  televi- 
sion." she  says,  "They  could  see  that  I 
really  have  been  doing  something  all 
these  years." 

Michaels'  association  with  Quigley 
dates  back  to  1979  when  Michaels  owned 
the  astrology  bookstore  Urania  at  4155 
24th  St.  and  also  served  as  the  nation's 
top  sales  representative  for  the  DR70,  a 
Digicomp  Corporation  micro-processor 
dedicated  exclusively  to  making  astro- 
logical calculations.

She  remembers  the  day  the  previous 
year  when  two  Digicomp  salesmen  walked 
into  Urania  to  ask  if  she  was  interested 
in  selling  their  computer.  "I  thought  they 
were  CIA  agents,  with  their  suits  and 
short  hair,"  she  recalls.  "And  here  I  was 
wearing  flowing  purple." 

Quigley  contacted  Michaels  about 
buying  a  DR70.  which  at  that  time  went 
for  about  $3,500.  "But  rather  than  buy 
one,  she  decided  to  pay  me  to  do  it  [cal- 
culate charts]  for  her."  says  Michaels.  "It 
brings  the  mathematical  process  down 


from  many  hours  of  work,  to  a  matter  of 
minutes." 

Urania  changed  hands,  and  the  DR70 
went  out  of  production.  But  Michaels 
and  Quigley  maintained  their  business 
relationship  through  regular  phone  calls 
and  yearly  lunch  dates. 

"Joan  is  a  very  ethical,  knowledgeable 
woman,"  says  Michaels.  "She  has  repre- 
sented the  astrology  community  through- 
out this  whole  thing  in  a  very  dignified 
manner." 

Quigley  practices  classical  astrology.

says  Michaels,  which  is  often  used  to 
predict  the  future.  Nancy  Reagan  ad- 
hered so  strictly  to  Quigley 's  suggestions 
that  the  First  Lady  used  color  codes  to 
plan  the  President's  calendar,  according 
to  For  the  Record,  a  memoir  published  in 
May  by  former  White  House  Chief  of 
Staff  Donald  T.  Regan.  A  day  marked 
with  yellow  meant  caution,  green  meant 
the  day  would  be  fine,  and  red  advised 
Reagan  to  avoid  going  anywhere  or  mak- 
ing any  decisions. 

Michaels  practices  humanistic  astrol- 
ogy, developed  by  her  friend  and  mentor, 
the  late  Dan  Rudhyar.  "It  is  a  process- 
oriented  approach,  li  looks  at  the  birth 
chart  as  the  seed  potential  for  a  life."  she 
explains.  "The  idea  is  not  to  figure  out 
what  is  going  to  happen,  but  to  under- 
stand what  is  happening." 

Clients,  who  are  usually  "professional 
and  working  people"  with  little  knowl- 
edge of  astrology,  often  come  to  her  when 
they  are  at  a  turning  point  in  their  lives, 
"I  don't  give  them  a  prediction.  I  help 
them  to  understand  the  underlying  mean- 
ing of  the  experience  they're  going 
through,  and  try  to  give  them  a  sense  of 
when  things  will  shift,"  she  says. 

Although  the  ranks  of  astrology  practi- 
tioners have  grown  from  mostly  "hippie- 
dippie"  types  in  the  1960s  to  include

people  from  ali  walks  of  life,  the  general 
public  still  sees  star-gazing  as  a  "bastard 
science"  and  its  followers  as  somewhat 
strange,  says  Michaels. 

"When  I  go  to  a  dinner  party  and  sit 
next  to  someone,  like  a  scientist,  for 
example,  and  he  asks  what  I  do."  she 
says,  "and  1  tell  him  I'm  an  astrological 
consultant,  he'll  clear  his  throat  and 
change  the  subject." 

The  revelation  that  Nancy  Reagan  re- 
lies on  astrology  has  raised  the  ire  of  a 
number  of  people,  particularly  scientists 
and  fundamentalist  Christians,  says 
Michaels.  Bui  she  thinks  their  negative 
reactions  are  based  on  a  lack  of  knowl- 
edge about  astrology.  Most  people,  she 
says,  know  nothing  more  than  what  they 
read  under  their  sun  sign  horoscope  in 
the  newspaper. 

"I  really  dislike  sun  sign  aslroiogy.  If 
I  only  saw  sun  sign  predictions  in  the 
paper.  Td  be  skeptical,  too,"  she  admits. 
"Those  are  just  meaningless  blurbs  that 
only  serve  one  purpose:  entertainment. 
Usually  the  people  who  write  them  know 
they're  useless." 


A  life  is  affected  not  just  by  the  posi- 
tion of  the  sun  at  birth,  but  by  that  of  the 
eight  planets  and  moon  as  well,  asserts 
Michaels.  In  an  effort  to  teach  the  public 
more  about  the  true  nature  of  astrology, 
she  recently  decided  to  try  to  market  an 
astrology  advice  column.  "I  had  the  idea 
for  a  Dear  Abby-type  forum,  with  a  con- 
versational tone  to  it."  she  says. 

Michaels  approached  Kim  Jordon. 
publisher  of  the  monthly  San  Francisco 
Pockei  Astrologer  based  here  in  Noe  Val- 
ley. Jordon  liked  the  idea,  and  "Astro 
Talk"  began  running  in  April. 

When  news  spread  that  the  highest 
office  in  the  land  had  a  star-gazing  ad- 
viser, astrology's  popularity  skyrocketed, 
and  Jordon  decided  to  begin  distributing 
her  publication  throughout  the  country. 

"I've  only  been  writing  the  column  two 
months  and.  lo  and  behold,  the  magazine 
becomes  national."  says  Michaels.  The 
first  edition  of  the  new  Pocket  Astrologer 
will  be  out  July  1. 

Is  Michaels  surprised  by  her  good  for- 
tune? "Oh,  no.  I  can  see  from  my  chart 
that  now  is  the  time  for  new  things  to 
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Hall,  a  major  step  up  from  the  small 
clubs  he'd  been  working  (such  as  the 
Chelsea  on  Haighl  Street  and  Cadell 
Place  in  North  Beach).  A  year  later  he 
reached  national  and  international  ears 
through  Bobby  McFerrin,  his  premiere 
album. 

Although  the  album  included  Bobby's 
renditions  of  pieces  by  Van  Morrison. 
Hall  and  Oates,  Horace  Silver  and  Bud 
Powell,  and  featured  a  duet  with  Phoebe 
Snow,  it  was  his  own  compositions  and 
his  fantastically  flexible  voice  that  really 
turned  heads.  Bobby  seemed  to  be  able 
to  make  use  of  any  part  of  his  body  and 
vocal  range  to  produce  a  style  that  the 
laudatory  critics  referred  to  as  "vocalese." 

As  her  husband  began  gathering  invi- 
tations to  perform  at  jazz  festivals  and 
concert  halls,  Debbie  managed  to  do 
away  with  the  "crazy  jobs"  she'd  held 
down  to  support  the  couple,  and  to  turn 
herself  full-time  to  raising  Taylor  and 
helping  cultivate  Bobby's  career.  She 
kept  the  books  and  served  as  the  liaison 
between  Bobby  and  the  entertainment 
industry. 

In  1984,  Bobby's  second  album.  The 
Voice,  was  released  to  great  critical 
acclaim,  A  few  mainstream  radio  sta- 
tions and  their  listeners  were  not  quite 
ready  for  a  naked  solo  voice,  unencum- 
bered by  other  instruments.  But  Bobby 
continued  to  excite  live  audiences,  in- 
cluding those  who  crowded  in  to  enjoy 
him  in  the  excellent  acoustical  setting  of 
the  Noe  Valley  Ministry. 

Jevon  added  a  new-bom  voice  to  the 
McFerrin  family  in  1985.  As  Debbie's 
responsibilities  as  babymaster  and  busi- 
ness associate  increased,  her  roots  in  the 
neighborhood  sank  deeper.  "Most  of  the 
women  and  couples  that  I'm  friends  with 
are  here,"  says  Debbie,  33.  "Since  Bobby 
was  gone  so  much,  I  felt  I  had  a  family 
here,  and  that  I  could  always  count  on 
them  if  1  needed  something  or  I  wanted 
to  be  with  somebody." 

After  The  Voice  (the  album,  not  the 
paper),  Bobby  had  "a  very  positive  in- 
stinctive sense  that  things  were  going  to 
pick  up."  But  as  he  strolled  along  24th 
Street  with  his  family,  he  could  not  have 
seen  how  speedy  and  crowded  the  road 
to  success  would  become, 

"You  start  looking  at  the  future."  he 
reflects,  "thinking  that  if  you  do  this  now, 
it's  going  to  help  you  out  in  the  future, 
and  forgetting  that  your  'present'  is  kind 
of  biting  the  dust."

Bobby  had  to  give  up  teaching  private 
singing  lessons,  but  he  took  on  new  proj- 
ects. These  included  singing  the  title  song 
for  the  French  film  Round  Midnight — a 
haunting,  wordless  rendition  of  the  Thelo- 
nious  Monk  ballad  of  the  same  name — 
which  won  him  one  of  the  four  Grammy 
awards  now  sitting  side  by  side  on  his 
mantlepiece.  "They're  exciting  for  about 
24  hours,"  he  testifies.  But  what  he  does 
to  earn  them  is  more  lasting. 

Although  he  at  one  time  gave  a  benefit 
performance  for  this  newspaper  at  the 
departed  Finnegan's  Wake,  the  38-year- 
old  singer  is  now  more  cautious  about 
donating  his  voice  to  charities  and  good 
causes.  "I've  had  to  get  over  the  guilt  of 
saying  no,"  he  admits.  "You  start  doing 
something  here  and  there,  and  those  min- 
utes keep  adding  up." 


About  a  year  ago.  Bobby  felt  forced  to 
register  with  an  answering  service.  "I'd 
been  meeting  people  and  just  sort  of  giv- 
ing out  my  phone  number,"  he  recalls. 
"It  turned  out  to  not  be  that  good  of  an 
idea.  There  were  far  too  many  interrup- 
tions," And  as  their  coffers  expanded, 
the  McFerrins  also  found  it  more  expe- 
dient to  form  a  corporation  and  to 
turn  Debbie's  accounting  job  over  to  a 
specialist. 

Sliding  into  different  media,  Bobby 
sang  in  a  San  Francisco  special  broadcast 
of  public  radio's  "Prairie  Home  Compan- 
ion." recorded  "The  Cosby  Show"  theme, 
and  made  an  endearing  appearance  on 
"Sesame  Street."  Everywhere  he  went, 
his  inventiveness  and  buoyant  persona 
won  him  new  fame. 

And  With  the  release  of  Simple  Plea- 


sures this  spring,  radio  station  program 
managers  are  beginning  to  get  hip  to 
what  we've  liked  about  Bobby  for  years. 
For  several  weeks  in  June,  the  album's 
reggae-ish  "Don't  Worry— Be  Happy" 
was  eclectic  radio  station  KOFY's  most 
requested  tune. 

Simple  Pleasures'  commercial  popu- 
larity may  stem  from  the  fact  that  the 
music  sounds  less  "bare."  says  Debbie. 
Bobby's  voice  is  "multi-tracked,"  which 
means  that  several  tracks  of  his  own 
voice  have  been  combined  in  the  studio, 
(The  song  "Come  to  Me,"  for  example, 
sounds  like  a  gospel  choir  of  mixed  gen- 
der, but  it's  actually  all  Bobby.)  The 
album's  appeal  is  also  enhanced  by  cov- 
ers of  popular  material  by  other  artists, 
including  the  Beatles'  "Drive  My  Car." 
the  Rascals'  "Good  Levin' ,"  and  Cream's 
"Sunshine  of  Your  Love." 

"There's  more  promotion  with  this 
album  than  ever  before,"  notes  Debbie. 
"They  never  thought  Bobby  was  very 
marketable.  So  now  they're  starting  to 
think,  maybe  he  is.  You  can  be  extreme- 
ly talented,  and  if  nobody's  putting  any 
money  into  marketing  you,  nothing  hap- 
pens." 

Things  are  happening  for  Simple  Plea- 
sures. It's  selling  nicely  across  the  coun- 
try, and  the  catchy  "Don't  Worry.  Be 
Happy"  is  featured  in  the  film  Cocktail. 
which  stars  Tom  Cruse  and  opens  this 
month , 

Bobby  and  Debbie  are  currently  re- 
modeling the  house  they  bought  a  year  or 
so  ago  in  upper  Noe  Valley.  Once  the 
renovation  is  finished,  there'll  be  a 
breathtaking  stairway  from  the  kitchen 
on  down  past  the  deck  to  the  good  Noe 
Valley  earth  below,  where  the  kids  have 
their  play  set  and  where  Bobby  plans  to 
spend  more  time  grounding  himself, 
come  this  fall. 

"I'm  scheduled  till  the  first  of  October, 
and  that's  it."  Bobby  declares.  "I  had 
some  gigs  booked  and  I  cancelled  them, 
because  I'm  tired.  I  want  to  stop  touring 
for  a  while  and  concentrate  on  writing 
and  film,  and  things  like  that," 

He's  also  come  to  realize  that  "solo 
voice  has  simply  been  a  rung  in  my  crea- 
tive ladder.  I  want  to  take  a  good  long 
period  away  from  it,  so  that  when  I  go 
back,  it  will  be  really  fresh." 

There  may  be  a  few  appearances  at  the 
Ministry  with  Voicestra.  Bobby's  a  cap- 
pella  performance  group.  But  it  will  re- 
ally be  nice  just  to  wander  with  Debbie 
and  the  kids  among  the  record  stores, 
bookstores,  and  eateries  on  24lh  Street. 
He  says  it  in  song:  "Simple  pleasures  are 
the  best!"  □

citaied  branches.  (The  Glen  Park.  Ocean 
View,  and  Golden  Gate  Valley  libraries 
were  also  on  Agnos'  April  list  of  libraries 
to  be  scratched  in  order  to  help  counter 
a  $180  million  budget  dehcit  projected 
for  fiscal  year  1988-89.) 

The  after-school  program,  which  could 
be  in  place  by  September.  Agostini  said, 
might  also  be  staffed  partly  by  volun- 
teers. "'Noe  Valley  residents  have  come 
out  and  said  we  want  to  do  something  lo 
keep  our  libraries,  and  we  jin  the  mayor's 
office]  want  to  take  them  up  on  that." 

Agostini  added  that  Supervisor  Britt's 
willingness  to  transfer  funds  cut  from  the 
court  system  had  also  caught  the  mayor's 
eye.  "The  mayor  has  been  steadfast  in 
saying  that  someone  had  to  point  to  a 
concrete  workable  proposal  that  would 
not  be  just  a  one-time  shot." 

Agnos  was  unable  to  zero  In  on  the 
courts  budget  himself.  Agostini  noted, 
because  according  to  the  city  charter's 
separation  of  powers  rule,  only  the  board 
of  supervisors  can  tamper  with  court 
funding. 

Though  Britt  and  other  members  of 
the  supervisors'  Finance  Committee  took 
credit  for  saving  the  libraries,  most 
residents  considered  it  a  victory  for 
neighborhood  activism. 

"This  Is  a  real  win  for  our  Noe  Valley," 
said  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  firebrand 
Miriam  Blaustein.  who  headed  up  the 
local  resistance  movement. 

At  Blaustein's  instigation,  over  500 
people  swarmed  into  the  Jersey  Street 
branch  May  23  to  read  Agnos  the  riot  act 
over  the  proposed  closings,  and  members 
of  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  and  other  neigh- 
borhood activists  spent  the  first  two 
weeks  of  June  pounding  the  mayor,  the 
library  commission  and  the  board  of 
supervisors  with  phone  calls  and  "Save 
the  Library"  petitions. 

"Clearly,  the  only  reason  there  was  any 
talk  of  finding  money  for  the  library  was 
that  the  community — Noe  Valley  in  par- 
ticular—had done  such  a  good  job  of 
organizing  and  bringing  people  together 
on  this  issue,"  said  Marilyn  Smulyan,  the 
planning  coordinator  for  Friends  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  a  26th 
Street  resident. 

The  second  week  in  June,  in  response 
to  mounting  community  pressure.  City 
Librarian  Ken  Dowlin  had  offered  a  stop- 
gap solution:  the  Noe  Valley  Library 
could  remain  open  as  a  non -circulating 
"neighborhood  study  center"  staffed  by 
volunteers.  But  the  residents'  groups 
rejected  Dowlin's  offer,  deciding  that 


they  had  better  hold  out  for  fully  operat- 
ing  libraries. 

"We  were  worried  that  if  ii  was  just  a 
reading  center,  it  would  die,"  explained 
Jean  Amos,  an  Elizabeth  Street  resident 
who  had  early  on  joined  the  ranks  of 
Blaustein's  budget-busters,  -We  didn't 
want  to  settle  for  anything  less  than  a 
circulating  library"  where  books  could 
be  checked  out,  she  said. 

Noe  Valley  branch  librarians  Roberta 
Greifer  and  Debby  Jeffery  were  among 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  neighborhood's 
refusal  to  back  down. 

"We  all  feel  so  grateful  that  the  com- 
munity at  all  levels  came  out  and  sup- 
ported their  library — from  kids  at  St. 
Paul's.  St.  Philip's.  Alvarado  and  Buena 
Vista  schools,  all  the  way  up  to  the 
Friends  of  Noe  Valley."  said  Jeffery. 
pointing  to  a  90-foot  banner  covered  with 
pro-library  messages  drawn  and  painted 
by  neighborhood  kids. 

Jeffery  added  that  "next  year  the  com- 
munity and  the  library  staff  have  to  work 
together  to  make  the  library  more  widely 
used  and  more  widely  known  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. It's  harder  to  close  something 
if  it's  strong." 

That's  exactly  what  Blaustein  and 
Amos  have  in  mind.  "One  thing  we 
need,"  notes  Blaustein.  "is  a  big  sign  on 
24th  Street,  like  those  green  freeway 
signs,  saying  our  community  library  is 
one  block  away  on  Jersey." 

Amos  said  the  library  campaigners 
were  already  planning  to  meet  in  late 
June  to  capitalize  on  the  exhilaration  that 
comes  from  winning  a  hard-fought  bat- 
tle. "The  silver  lining  on  this  crisis  is  that 
there  are  all  these  new  faces  who  came 
out  and  are  more  aware  of  their  neighbor- 
hood," she  said. 

"We're  going  to  try  to  set  up  a  volun- 
teer program  to  expand  the  library  hours, 
fight  for  more  uniform  hours  at  the 
branch  so  people  can  remember  them, 
and  work  very  carefully  with  the  city  as 
to  how  this  stuff,  particularly  the  after- 
school  program,  is  implemented." 

And  Blaustein  wants  to  make  sure 
■  "we'll  never  have  to  go  through  this  kind 
of  a  crisis  again  and  that  the  libraries  will 
never  again  be  held  hostage  to  a  budget  ." 

But  first,  she  and  her  fellow  neighbor- 
hood activists  are  lining  up  the  musical 
entertainment  for  a  "We're  Here  to  Stay!" 
party  at  the  library  on  Saturday,  July  9. 
from  2  to  4  p.m. 

"To  show  our  thanks,  we  are  inviting 
the  entire  community,  kids  and  all,  to  a 
parly  to  come  celebrate  keeping  this  won- 
derful community  resource  alive."  □

Has  Beef 
with  Landlord

The  fate  of  Noe  Valley's  only  Mexican 
take-out  restaurant  hung  in  the  balance 
last  month  while  the  wilHng  landlord  and 
the  not-so-willing  tenant — Senen  Simon 
of  Simon's  Spanish  Shop — negotiated 
the  terms  of  a  new  five-year  lease. 

In  mid-June,  Simon,  who  has  made 
burritos  "the  way  you  want  'em"  at  1305 
Castro  St.  since  1973.  was  finding  it  hard 
to  swallow  a  proposed  60  percent  jump 
in  his  monthly  rent.  If  he  accepts  building 
owner  Darryl  C.K.  Leung's  current 
offer,  his  rent  will  go  from  $1,250  to 
$2,000  a  month, 

Leung  acquired  the  building — which 
houses  another  street-level  business. 
Kidstuff ,  and  two  residential  units  on  the 
second  floor — through  a  probate  sale  in 
December  of  last  year.  The  lease  for 
Simon's  Spanish  Shop  had  already  ex- 
pired in  June  of  1987,  shortly  after  the 
previous  owner's  death. 

The  owners  of  the  toy  store  Kidstuff 
will  probably  face  a  crisis  similar  to 
Simon's,  but  have  chosen  to  remain  silent 
on  the  matter  of  a  rent  increase. 

"The  other  tenants  are  afraid  to  talk." 
says  Simon.  "The  only  thing  I'm  afraid 
of  is  not  being  able  to  pay  the  bills  " 

Simon.  63,  sports  a  black  beret  and 
speaks  with  a  lively  accent.  He  hails  from 
Spain,  by  way  of  Cuba,  and  has  lived  in 
a  flat  above  his  place  of  business  for  the 
past  16  years. 

He  said  last  month  he  would  probably 
sign  the  new  lease,  but  was  still  lobbying 
for  some  concessions.  One  clause  in  the 
agreement,  which  Simon  hoped  his  land- 
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Senen  Simon,  proprietor  of  Simon's  Spanish  Shop  on  Castro  near  24th.  is  stUl  smiling,  but 
he's  had  lo  raise  prices  on  his  Mexican  fast  food  menu  to  meet  a  hefty  rent  increase.

lord  would  reconsider,  called  for  the 
tenant  to  be  held  responsible  for  plumb- 
ing repairs.  According  to  Simon,  the 
pipes  in  the  old  building  are  on  the  verge 
of  collapse. 

A  spokesperson  from  Victory  Really 


on  Sacramento  Street,  which  is  brokering 
the  lease  for  Leung,  defended  the  rent 
hike  as  reasonable.  "Others  are  asking 
for  more  than  what  we  are,"  he  said. 
"Anyway,  everything  is  governed  by 
supply  and  demand." 


He  emphasized,  though,  that  the  terms 
of  the  lease  were  still  under  negotiation. 
■'Nothing  is  finalized." 

In  the  meantime,  Simon  has  posted  a 
sign  next  to  his  cash  register  explaining 
to  customers  that  due  to  an  imminent 
rent  increase,  he  has  been  forced  to  raise 
prices.  His  loyal  clientele,  however,  is 
unlikely  lo  desert  him  simply  because  a 
burrito  now  costs  $2.50, 

"Simon  is  known  by  everyone  in  the 
neighborhood."  says  Sheila  Valencia,  a 
lifelong  Noe  Valley  resident,  "His  em- 
ployees are  friendly,  the  service  is  good, 
and  most  of  all.  the  food  is  great.  It's  a 
shame  that  he  may  be  forced  to  close 
down.  The  high  rents  are  driving  every- 
one away." 

A  number  of  small  shopkeepers,  like 
Frances  Payne,  owner  of  Bolivian  Im- 
ports across  the  street  from  Simons,  are 
also  sympathetic  to  Simon's  plight. 

"People  in  small  business  do  the 
economy  a  big  favor,  and  you'd  think 
government  would  take  thai  into  consid- 
eration." says  Payne,  who  advocates 
some  sort  of  protection  for  the  little  guy. 
"I've  heard  that  60  percent  of  all  small 
businesses  fail  within  their  first  year. 
After  two  years  in  business  myself.  I  can 
see  how  that  is.  Every  day  you  ask 
yourself;  why?" 

The  question  for  Simon,  should  he 
sign  his  new  lease,  is;  will  raising  the 
prices  on  his  menu  bring  in  enough 
income  to  meet  his  new  overhead? 

"I  was  hoping  to  spend  my  last  years 
without  these  kinds  of  troubles."  Simon 
says.  Nevertheless  he'll  fight  to  remain  a 
fixture  in  Downtown  Noe  Valley.  □ 
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Duncan-Newburg  Residents  Fight 
Uphill  Battle  Against  Condos

The  batlle  lines  between  developers 
and  neighborhood  preservationists  were 
drawn  once  again  last  month.  This  time, 
the  land  at  issue  is  the  steep  slope  be- 
tween Duncan  and  Newburg  streets 
where  developer  Tom  Birmingham  hopes 
to  build  six  condominium  units. 

"We  always  assumed  they  would  do 
something  back  there.  But  we  thought  it 
would  be  smaller."  said  Janet  Kennedy, 
who  has  lived  most  of  her  life  on  New- 
burg, the  one-block  street  that  cuts 
diagonally  from  Castro  and  27th  to  Dun- 
can. "This  neighborhood  is  single-family 
homes.  A  condominium  complex  just 
does  not  fit." 

Kennedy  is  a  member  of  the  Duncan- 
Newburg  Association,  which  formed 
when  neighbors  found  out  that  Birming- 
ham had  agreed  to  buy  Arthur  Smoller's 
6 10  Duncan  St .  property  on  the  condition 
that  it  come  with  building  permits.  Bir- 
mingham's architects.  Jeremy  Kotas  and 
Tony  Pantaleoni.  have  come  up  with  vari- 


ous drawings  for  the  proposed  structure, 
all  of  which  are  too  high  to  satisfy  the 
association. 

"From  our  back  fences  we  would  look 
at  three  stories  of  concrete,  with  two 
stories  of  living  units  on  top  of  thai,"  she 
said.  "The  lot  is  being  over-built.  Visu- 
ally, it's  like  having  a  monolith  behind 
your  house." 

Community  planner  Jon  Twichell,  hired 
by  the  association  to  negotiate  on  its  be- 
half, said  the  structure  was  initially  going 
to  be  65  feet  high  on  the  side  that  faces 
the  back  yards  of  the  Newburg  residents, 
and  that  half  of  that  elevation  would  be 
foundation.  On  Duncan  Street,  the  con- 
dos' three  interconnected  buildings  were 
scheduled  to  be  two  stories  high. 

But  the  owner  and  architects  have 
since  scaled  down  the  plans  somewhat. 
"They've  come  halfway  to  where  we  want 
them  to  come."  said  Twichell.  "But  their 
proposal  is  still  not  acceptable." 

In  one  of  the  compromise  plans,  the 
average  height  of  the  development  would 
be  brought  down  to 48  feet.  "The  parking 
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entrances  were  originally  going  to  all  be 
off  Duncan,"  said  Pantaleoni,  "Now  we're 
putting  six  stalls  under  the  building,  all 
of  which  will  use  the  same  entrance.  This 
allowed  us  to  cut  the  top  off  two  buildings." 

The  architects  and  Birmingham  have 
met  three  times  with  the  association,  and 
planned  to  meet  once  more  in  late  June 
to  attempt  to  iron  out  differences.  If  they 
do  not  reach  a  resolution,  the  issue  will 
go  before  the  Planning  Commission  this 
month.  Both  sides  are  skeptical. 

"Some  of  the  issues  have  been  resolved." 
said  Pantaleoni.  "But  to  be  honest,  if  I 
built  a  shack  up  there,  some  of  the  neigh- 
bors would  be  upset." 

As  for  the  size,  the  architect  claims  it 
cannot  be  reduced  much  more.  "The  site 
is  so  hard  to  build  on."  he  said.  "Because 
of  the  foundation,  it's  going  to  end  up 
about  the  same  size  whether  you  put  in 
three  or  six  units." 

Also,  a  foundation  strong  enough  to 
support  buildings  on  such  a  slope  is  so 
expensive  that  it  would  not  be  worthwhile 
for  only  a  couple  of  houses,  he  added. 

The  issue  that  poses  a  difficult  archi- 
tectural problem  for  Pantaleoni — the 
steep  slope — gives  Kennedy  night- 
mares. She  does  not  look  forward  to  liv- 
ing behind  such  a  tall  building  on  a  hill 


in  earthquake-prone  San  Francisco.  "It 
would  t>e  so  high  that  I'm  not  convinced 
it  would  be  safe,"  she  said.  "A  lot  of 
contractors  have  said,  'We  can't  build  on 
that.  It's  a  seismic  risk."  Then  here  come 
the  Richmond  developers,  and  they  never 
saw  a  lot  they  didn't  like." 

Birmingham  could  not  be  reached  for 
comment,  but  Pantaleoni  claims  the  con- 
dominiums would  be  firmly  grounded.  "We 
feel  it  is  a  very  solid  hill.  It  used  to  be  a 
quarry."  he  said.  "It's  essentially  a  rock." 

The  proposed  construction  will  affect 
more  than  just  immediate  neighbors,  add- 
ed Kennedy  The  building  will  be  visible 
for  blocks  in  each  direction,  and  destroy 
an  often-used  open  space.  "It's  one  of  the 
last  green  spaces  left  in  the  area, "  she 
said. 

Although  the  association  would  prefer 
to  keep  the  hill  undeveloped,  its  members 
would  accept  some  smaller  homes  there. 
"We're  not  adverse  to  building,  but  let's 
build  something  decent,"  she  said.  "They 
can't  just  come  in  here,  screw  up  our 
quality  of  life,  make  a  year's  worth  of 
profit,  then  walk  away." 

Birmingham's  proposal  is  scheduled 
to  go  before  the  Planning  Commission  at 
a  public  hearing  July  7.  For  the  correct

Do  you  ever  ask  yourself  just  what  it  is 
that  the  various  neighborhood  groups 
do?

along  with  a  lot  of  other  people,  realized 
just  how  important  it  was  for  residents  to 
work  together  if  ihey  wanted  to  flex  their 
muscles  at  City  Hall.  Although  individ- 
uals can  write  letters  and  make  phone 
calls,  they  also  need  to  know  how  lo 
organize  as  a  group.  With  this  thought  in 
mind,  the  Voice  would  like  lo  take  a  took 
at  what  some  of  our  neighborhood  groups 
have  been  up  to  lately.

At  the  last  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  gen- 
eral membership  meeting  on  April  24,  it 
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was  business  as  usual.  The  topic  of  dis- 
cussion was  "What  is  our  vision  of  Noe 
Valley?"  Thirty-five  people  hashed  out 
their  concerns  about  vacant  storefronts, 
staggering  commercial  rents,  parking 
problems,  and  the  use  of  second  floor 
units  for  business  purposes  on  24th 
Street. 

But  before  the  Friends'  newest  ad  hoc 
committee— which  was  occupied  with 
creating  a  '"road  map"  with  "fifth-grade 
instructions"  on  how  to  navigate  the 
city's  bureaucracy — could  gel  the  project 
off  the  ground.  Mayor  Agnos  announced 
the  closing  of  the  Noe  Valley  and  Glen 
Park  library  branches. 

So  in  May  and  June .  the  Friends .  along 
with  some  members  of  the  Glen  Park 
Association,  were  "pretty  much  con- 
sumed," according  to  Friends  member 
Jean  Amos,  by  the  sudden  need  to  hold 
several  "Save  the  Library"  pow-wows. 
Other,  more  lighthearled  activities,  like 
organizing  an  all-Noe  Valley  garage 
sale,  were  put  on  the  back  burner.

Meanwhile,  over  at  the  East  &  West 
of  Castro  Club.  Secretary  Fred  Methner 
was  still  defending  his  militant  anti-litter 
campaign  against  the  complaints  of  some 
residents.  In  the  club's  latest  newsletter. 
Fred  claimed  that  he  was  quite  selective 
when  it  came  to  ripping  down  unsightly 
flyers  from  telephone  poles,  trees,  "or 
elsewhere."  Posters  that  contain  pleas  for 
the  return  of  lost  animals  or  wallets  are 
spared  for  two  weeks,  he  wrote,  and 
garage  sale  signs  go  unharmed  "till  Mon- 
day morning." 

He's  absolutely  merciless  when  it 
comes  to  graffiti,  though.  Just  get  a  load 
of  his  Mother's  Day  diary:  "At  8  a.m..  we 
painted  out  the  phone  booth  at  St.  Clair's 
Liquor  Store,  then  the  Muni  wall  at  Lib- 
erty and  21  St.  From  there  (we  went]  to 
two  Muni  shelters  at  Church  and  Chatta- 
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nooga.  with  plenty  of  litter  at  Church 
(which  we  brushed  up  and  put  into  the 
garbage  can  at  Church  and  18th).  but  for 
once  no  graffiti .  Then  to  the  Chattanooga 
shelter,  where  there  was  no  litter  inside 
the  shelter,  but  plenty  of  graffiti  on  the 
walls.  Then  up  to  Grand  View  to  paint 
out  graffiti  on  cement  walls,  boards,  and 
the  bathhouse  on  the  outside  walls  

"We  called  Mr.  Barron,  superintendent 
of  parks  and  playgrounds,  and  suggested 
to  him  to  have  the  bathhouse  painted  out, 
then  to  let  me  have  a  gallon  of  the  paint 
used,  and  that  we'll  pass  by  there  every 
morning  and  paint  out  immediately  any 
bit  of  graffiti.  Mr.  Barron  agreed  to  do 
just  that. . .  glory,  glory,  hallelujah!" 

Fred's  satisfaction  was  topped  off  a 
few  days  later  when  he  got  a  toilet  re- 
moved from  a  24th  Street  sidewalk;  "We 
called  up  Street  Cleaning,  and  the  next 
day  it  was  gone.  That's  what  it  lakes. 
Nothing  moves  away  by  itself!" 

The  Noe  Valley  Merchants  and  Pro- 
fessionals Association  is  a  new  group. 
That  is.  it's  a  combination  of  two  recently 
merged  old  groups — the  Noe  Valley  Mer- 
chants Association,  founded  in  the  early 
1930s,  and  the  Business  and  Professional 
Association  of  Noe  Valley  (B&P),  formed 
as  an  offshoot  of  the  Merchants  Associa- 
tion in  1975. 

Last  summer  the  seed  for  this  merger 
was  sown  when  several  neighborhood 
organizations  met  to  foster  more  inter- 
group  communication.  Initially,  the  Mer- 
chants and  the  B«feP  were  just  planning  to 
join  forces  on  a  couple  of  projects,  but 
eventually  they  decided  to  team  up  for 
good  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  After 
putting  together  a  new  set  of  bylaws, 
members  elected  a  new  nine-member 
board  in  May  Next,  the  board  will  choose 
the  association's  new  officers,  and  after 
that,  who  knows,  maybe  they'll  start 


working  on  reviving  the  old  Noe  Valiev 
Street  Fair.  '

The  Friends.  East  &  West,  and  the 
Merchants  are  Noe  Valley's  most  visible 
neighborhood  groups.  But  other  neigh- 
borhood associations  also  have  their 
spoons  in  the  soup.  The  Upper  Noe 
Neighbors  have  been  particularly  dili- 
gent, of  late,  in  the  protest  against  air 
traffic  noise.  And  the  Duncan -Newburg 
and  Fairmounl  associations  are  ai  this 
very  moment  waging  impassioned  battles 
on  the  zoning  and  development  fronts. 

Noe  Valley  is  a  place  that's  teeming 
with  team  spirit.  But  if  our  groups  are 
going  to  stay  vital,  they  need  infusions  of 
new  blood  on  a  regular  basis.

Former  Merchants 
President 
Ron  Klein  Dies 

Ron  Klein,  a  founder  of  the  24lh  Slreel 
clothing  store  Joshua  Simon  and  a  former 
president  of  the  Noe  Valley  Merchants 
Association,  died  March  30.  following  a 
lengthy  illness.  He  was  41, 

Klein  launched  his  first  enterprise  on 
Noe  Valley's  commercial  strip  in  1978. 
when  he  and  his  then  wife.  Liz.  opened 
a  jeans -store.  24th  Street  Blues,  in  the 
spot  now  occupied  by  Abundance. 

A  year  and  a  half  later,  the  Kleins 
moved  lo  the  south  side  of  24th  between 
Sanchez  and  Noe.  and  opened  Joshua 
Simon.  Noe  Valley "s  first  outlet  for  high- 
quality  men's  wear.  (It  now  sells  pre- 
dominantly women's  fashions.) 

Klein,  who  also  ran  a  freelance  in- 
terior design  business  out  of  his  Guerrero 
Street  home,  designed  the  store's  logos 
and  signage,  as  well  as  its  dramatic  wall 
and  window  displays.  "He  was  a  wonder- 
ful man  who  made  it  all  fun."  recalls 
Joshua  Simon  manager  Barbara  Jonesi. 
"He  was  such  a  creative  spirit,  and  had 
an  incredible  energy  about  him  that  was 
a  real  motivational  force  for  everyone ." 

Klein  also  made  a  big  splash  in  the 
local  merchants  community.  He  was  an 
active  champion  of  24th  Street  boosterism 
during  the  early  "SOs.  and  in  1985.  while 
serving  as  president  of  the  Noe  Valley 
Merchants  Association,  he  strove  to  de- 
velop a  marketing  strategy  that  would 
encourage  shopping  and  tourism  in  the 
neighborhood. 

A  native  of  San  Francisco,  Klein  held 


Ron  Klein,  late  owner  and  founder  of 
Joshua  Simon,  was  a  dynamic  force  in 
neighborhood  business. 

a  degree  in  art  from  the  University  of 
Miami  and  was  "totally  artistically  in- 
volved" in  all  areas  of  his  life,  said 
Jonesi .  One  of  his  proudest  creations  was 
Earrings,  a  jewelry  kiosk  at  the  Corte 
Madera  Shopping  Center,  but  he  designed 
the  interiors  for  a  number  of  San  Fran- 
cisco stores  and  residences  as  well. 

Klein's  former  wife,  Liz.  called  his 
death  "an  irreplaceable  loss."  especially 
for  the  couple's  10-year-old  son.  Josh, 
who  "lost  a  friend  as  well  as  a  father."  It 
was  not  until  after  he  was  gone  that  she 
fully  realized  "how  many  friends  Ron 
had  and  how  he  was  always  willing  to  do 
ihmgs  for  other  people,"  Liz  said. 

In  addition  to  Liz  and  Josh,  Ron  Klein 
is  survived  by  a  mother  and  brother  in 
Sacramento  and  two  sisters,  one  in  Flor- 
ida and  one  in  Idaho.  □

Drolette  House 
May  Be  Third 

Oldest  in 
Neighborhood 

By  Larry  Beresford 

This  is  the  story  of  a  very  old  Victorian 
house  on  24th  Street,  and  the  family  that 
once  occupied  it — or  at  least  as  much  of 
a  story  as  can  be  gleaned  from  available 
documents  and  photographs. 

A  handwritten  note  from  Dick  Mac- 
Cabe,  who  donated  two  photographs  of 
the  house  to  the  neighborhood  archives 
in  the  Noe  Valley  Library,  states:  "The 
Drolette  house  at  3968  24th  St.  was  buill 
in  1868.  It  was  raised  to  the  present  two- 
story  flat  about  1891.  The  original  house 
had  a  well  in  the  back  yard  for  the  only 
water  supply." 

This  two-story,  two-flat  building  still 
stands  today — with  Spinelli  Coffee  Co. 
occupying  the  basement  floor — ^just  west 
of  the  Bell  Market  parking  lot. 

The  before  and  after  photographs  clear- 
ly show  how  this  neighborhood  Victorian 
was  converted  from  one  story  to  two. 
through  the  addition  of  a  second  floor. 
These  photographs  also  prove  that  the 
building's  distinctive  "fish  scale"  wall 
shingles  were  added  after  the  original 
construction, 

MacCabe's  timetable,  although  difficult 
to  verify,  is  intriguing  for  what  it  suggests 
about  the  earliest  history  of  Noe  Valley 
The  1868  building  date  he  gives  for  this 
impressive,  Italianate-style  Victorian 
contradicts  the  1888  dale  listed  in  Here 
Today:  San  Francisco's  Architectural  f/err- 
/age  by  Roger  Olmsted  andT.  H,  Watkins. 

MacCabe  places  the  house's  origin  at 
the  very  dawn  of  residential  building  in

Noe  Valley,  years  ahead  of  the  verified 
dates  of  many  of  the  neighborhood's  ven- 
erable old  classics.  In  1868  the  hilly  neigh- 
borhood would  have  been  only  sparsely 
settled  by  a  handful  of  livestock  farmers. 

In  fact.  Val  Ver  Brugge,  current  co- 
owner  of  the  building,  says  she  was  told 
by  a  neighborhood  old-timer  several 
years  ago  that  this  house  was  only  the 
third  one  built  in  Noe  Valley. 

Val  and  her  husband  Bill,  owner  of  the 
former  Ver  Brugge's  Meat  &  Fish  Market 
on  24th  Street,  bought  the  building  in 
1956  in  partnership  with  Roy  and  Ebba 
Gadd  of  the  pioneering  Gadd  grocery 
family,  which  used  to  own  a  market  in 
the  storefront  where  Real  Foods  is  now 
situated. 

Several  years  ago.  Bill  wanted  to  move 
his  butcher  shop,  which  he  opened  in 
1947.  into  the  space  since  occupied  by 
Spinelli's,  but  he  was  unable  to  obtain 
Planning  Department  permission  for  his 
remodeling  plan. 

MacCabe's  archival  note  goes  on  to 
say  that  his  mother.  Clara  Drolette  Mac- 
Cabe, was  born  in  the  house  in  1883,  and 
that  he  was  born  in  the  same  room  in 
1907,  Unfortunately.  McCabe  did  not 
leave  an  address  or  telephone  number, 
and  the  Voice  was  unable  to  reach  him  to 
discuss  the  house's  history,  assuming  that 
he  is  still  alive  today  at  age  80. 

According  to  city  water  department 
records,  the  date  of  water  hook-up,  gen- 
erally considered  a  reliable  indication  of 
a  building's  construction  date,  is  listed  as 
May  14.  1888.  for  a  two-family  dwelling 
at  3968  24th  St.  in  the  name  of  Joseph 
Drolette.  But  in  1878.  10  years  before  the 
water  hook-up  date,  Droletle.  a  carpen- 
ter, is  listed  in  the  city  directory  as  living 


in  an  unnumbered  dwelling  on  the  north 
side  of  24th  Street  between  Sanchez  and 
Noe.  This  confirms  that  Drolette  occu- 
pied the  house  by  the  late  1870s. 

Subsequent  directories  list  Drolette's 
street  address  as  1430  24th  Si,,  using  an 
old  street  numbering  system.  By  1898 
the  present  street  number  had  been  intro- 
duced, and  Drolette's  wife  Anna  had  be- 
come a  widow. 

Ownership  records  in  City  Hall's  tax 
assessor's  office  don't  go  back  before  the 
great  earthquake  and  fire  in  1906,  but 
two  transactions  in  the  1920s  shed  further 
light  on  the  fortunes  of  the  Drolette  house 
and  clan.  In  1924  Anna  gave  her  house  to 
a  group  of  six  individuals  and  their  spouses 
who  were,  most  likely,  her  children. 

Three  years  later  (when  Anna's  grand- 
son. Dick  MacCabe.  was  20  years  old), 
this  same  group  sold  the  house  to  Charles 
A,  Wall,  a  dentist  who  worked  on  Castro 
Street.  The  sellers  are  listed  as  George 
and  Annie  Drolette.  Mary  and  William 
McHugh.  Agnes  Orndorff,  Josephine 
Malone  and  husband  John.  Clara  and 
Robert  MacCabe  (Dick  MacCabe's  par- 
ents) .  and  Joseph  and  Caihrine  Drolette , 

The  two  Drolette  sons.  Joseph  and 
George,  both  worked  for  the  city.  Joseph 
Jr.  started  out  as  a  clerk  in  1901.  and  later 
became  a  policeman.  He  eventually  moved 
to  Greenwich  Street,  George  started  out 
as  a  teamster  in  1904,  and  by  1910  was 
employed  as  a  hoseman  with  Engine  18 
of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department, 
George  and  his  wife  Annie  took  up  resi- 
dence at  37  Clipper  St.  in  1914. 

The  four  Drolette  sisters — Mary, 
Agnes,  Josephine  and  Clara — had  to  be 
traced  through  their  husbands .  Agnes  ap- 
pears briefly  in  the  1914  directory  as  the 


widow  of  Fred  Orndorff  and  a  resident  at 
1316  Valencia  St.  Fred  worked  as  a  clerk, 
bartender  and  reporter  As  early  as  1884. 
his  relatives  Edward  and  James  were  part 
of  the  firm  of  Joyce  and  Orndorff,  which 
ran  the  Baldwin  Hotel  bar  and  billiard 
rooms  in  the  Baldwin  Hotel,  then  located 
at  Market  and  Powell. 

Mary's  husband.  William  McHugh, 
might  have  been  a  clerk,  teamster, 
butcher,  dairyman,  sheriff's  guard  or 
police  detective  sergeant,  since  the  many 
men  listed  by  that  name  held  alt  of  these 
positions  in  the  early  1900s.  Josephine 
may  have  been  the  wife  of  John  A.  Malone, 
a  carpenter  who  lived  at  3573  22nd  St. 

Dick  MacCabe's  branch  of  the  family 
is  easier  to  follow.  His  mother  Clara  mar- 
ried Robert  E.  MacCabe.  son  of  Richard 
S.  MacCabe.  who  turns  up  in  San  Fran- 
cisco records  as  early  as  the  mid-1870s 
listed  as  a  zincographer.  lithographer  and 
photo  relief  plate  engraver.  Eventually 
Richard  opened  his  own  engraving  busi- 
ness, MacCabe  and  Company — later 
MacCabe  and  Sons — in  the  financial  dis- 
trict. His  son  Robert  joined  the  firm  as  a 
photo  engraver  By  1907.  when  Robert's 
son  Dick  was  born,  Robert  and  Clara  had 
moved  into  the  Drolette  family  home  on 
24th  Street, 

The  question  as  to  whether  the  old 
house  at  3968  24th  St.  was  indeed  built 
in  1868 — and  who  lived  there  for  the  10 
years  before  Joseph  Drolette  moved  in — 
remains  unanswered.  Perhaps  our  read- 
ers can  help  to  fill  in  this  gap  or  furnish 
further  tales  about  the  illustrious  Drolette 
family  and  its  legacy  in  Noe  Valley. 

Dick  MacCabe's  intriguing  note  also 
includes  the  information  that  the  Bell 
Market  lot  next  door  to  the  Victorian 
house  where  he  was  born  was  once  owned 
by  "the  notorious  "Shanghai"  Curlin," 
who  provided  "able-bodied  men  for  the 
sailing  ships."  apparently  against  their 
will.  Thai,  however,  is  another  story.  O

Bring  Fame 
To  Strange 
De  Jim,  But 
Massage  Is 
His  Business

What's  in  the  name  of  Strange  de  Jim? 
A  considerable  amount  of  notoriety,  for 
one  thing. 

The  45-year-oId  1 8th  Street  resident 
who  bears  that  unusual  moniker  has 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  city's  chief 
chronicler  of  folk  wisdom.  Herb  Caen, 
for  nigh  on  16  years,  thus  becoming  a 
legendary  mote  in  the  eye  of  Caen's 
faithful  readers. 

And  Channel  4"s  "Claim  to  Fame"  re- 
cently lauded  Mr.  de  Jim  for  having 
achieved  the  greatest  number  of  appear- 
ances (over  300)  in  Caen's  S.F.  Chronicle 
column.  Most  recently,  he  sparked  this 
story  idea  after  taking  out  an  ad  for 
"Massage  by  Strange  de  Jim"  in  the  Voice 
classified  section. 

Strange,  who  has  lived  in  the  Castro 
for  the  past  10  years  and  who  regularly 
frequents  Star  Magic  on  24th.  is  indeed 
a  quipmasler,  author,  and  masseur — but 
not  so  strange  a  one  as  his  appellation 
suggests.  He  is  in  fact  a  mild-mannered 
man  who  was  born  and  named  in  West 
Virginia. 

"Mom  says  that  I  was  named  for  Dad's 
sense  of  humor,"  testifies  the  soft-spoken 
Strange.  "And  Dad  says  an  angel  ap- 
peared to  Mom  in  a  dream  and  said.  'He 
shall  be  strange  and  wonderful.'  So  the 
truth  is  probably  somewhere  in  between ." 

The  young  Strange  followed  his  Dad's 
footsteps  from  West  Virginia  to  Chicago 
to  Kansas  City  and  into  the  field  of 
accounting.  He  then  obtained  a  master's 
degree  in  economics  from  Columbia 
University,  which  landed  him  a  job  in 
New  York  City  with  the  Arthur  Andersen 
Company,  a  prestigious  accounting  firm. 

On  a  vacation  trip  to  the  West  Coast  in 
1971.  Strange  saw  an  opportunity  to  de- 
velop the  kind  of  free-wheeling  lifestyle 
he'd  been  toying  with  back  East.  He 
decided  to  relocate  here,  and  drove  out 
in  a  Volkswagen  bug.  with  a  wicker  pen- 
guin in  the  passenger  seat. 

"I  lived  first  in  the  [relatively  flatl 
Marina  District,  because  you  didn't  have 
to  shift."  says  Strange.  "Then  I  got  an 
automatic  transmission  and  moved  to  Pa-

cific  Heights.  Then  I  moved  to  St.  Mary's 
Cathedral,  and  then  to  the  Castro." 

Throughout  these  wanderings.  Strange 
kept  up  a  volley  of  submissions  to  Herb 
Caen.  The  columnist  apparently  found  a 
kindred  spirit  manifest  in  Strange 's  wry 
and  pithy  witticisms,  "I  never  had  any 
imaginary  friends  when  I  was  a  child," 
mused  Strange  in  a  1972  submission  to 
Caen.  "I  just  thought  I  had  " 

A  couple  of  years  {and  several  dozen 
submissions)  later.  Strange  tossed  off  the 
quip:  "Fools  rush  in  and  gel  all  the  best 
seats."  A  collection  of  his  gems  was 
published  in  a  1978  book  titled  Hah!  I 
Made  Herb  Caen  &  I  Can  Break  Him. 

Meanwhile,  unbeknownst  to  most  of 
his  growing  public.  Strange  was  earning 
big  bucks  supervising  30  programmers 
for  the  Bank  of  America.  But  in  1976  he 
decided  thai  "there  weren't  enough  naked 
people"  in  accounting,  so  he  "quit  to 
become  the  World's  Greatest  Lover." 
Luckily,  he  hastens  to  add,  it  worked. 

Strange  published  his  second  book.

Meiasexual  Exercises,  in  1978.  As  with 
the  first  book,  his  readers  could  learn 
something  just  by  looking  at  the  cover, 
which  depicted  a  masked  Strange  en- 
twined by  a  lithe,  smiling  youth,  "It's  the 
proper  attire  for  a  San  Francisco  party," 
explains  the  author.  "That  is,  casual  togs, 
some  means  of  disguising  the  fact  that 
you're  no  longer  the  new  face  in  town, 
and  a  nude  young  man  or  woman  (to 
taste)  draped  casually  around  the  shoul- 
ders "  The  cover  nude  is  male  in  Hah!  I 
Made  Herb  Caen,  female  in  Exercises, 

Strange  noted  in  Exercises  how  he  had 
attended  the  Massage  Institute  of  Califor- 
nia on  Clement  Street  three  hours  a  night, 
three  nights  a  week,  for  eight  weeks.  He 
describes  the  technique  he  learned  there  as 
"Swedish/Esalen  with  chakra  balancing."

tool ."  in  that  "it  allows  you  to  observe  sex 
in  slow  motion — not  just  the  sex  act 
itself,  but  all  the  physical,  emotional  and 
spiritual  events  leading  up  to  and  sur- 
rounding it."

Strange  assures  his  readers  and  poten- 
tial customers  that  this  doesn't  mean  his 
services  arc  explicitly  sexual.  "Mclasex 
is  sex  that  transcends  sex."  he  declares 
in  Exercises,  and  "one  of  the  ways  you 
can  tell  you  are  approachmg  the  point  of 
transcendence  is  that  you  will  notice  that, 
whether  or  not  you  find  the  person  you 
are  massaging  sexually  desirable,  you 
will  be  truly  indifferent  as  to  whether  the 
massage  flows  into  the  sex  act  or  not. 
You  will  be  content  to  allow  the  decision 
to  arise  of  its  own  accord  out  of  the  place 
beyond  desire,  the  place  where  just  exist- 
ing is  ecstasy." 

Some  enthusiastic  responses  of  clients 
are  recorded  in  Exercises.  "I  got  really 
stoned,"  exclaimed  one.  "There  were  col- 
ors moving  all  around  inside  my  body." 

"I  experienced  these  mutually  enfold- 
mg  infinities."  declared  another  Strange 
fan.  "I  was  the  center  of  all  lime  and 
space." 

The  author's  own  ecstatic  existence 
grew  along  with  his  massage  practice, 
leading  him  to  want  to  share  more  of  his 
self-styled  mystical  and  erotic  insights. 
These  insights  evolved  into  a  third  book, 
Visioning.  about  "how  to  manifest  your 
dreams."  and  then  to  The  Strange  Experi- 
ence, a  book  which  offers  to  transform 
the  reader  into  "the  Second  Greatest 
Lover  in  the  Whole  Wide  World."  The 
latter  volume  recounts  Strange 's  experi- 
ences with  celebrities  and  gurus — male 
and  female,  real  and  imaginary — ^and 
does  so  with  a  considerable  dose  of 
humor  and  sincerity. 

This  mixture  of  the  wry  and  the  tran- 
scendent seems  to  be  the  secret  ingre- 
dient in  the  Strange  existence.  It's  evident 
not  only  in  his  continuing  missives  to 
Caen,  but  also  in  his  private  life. 

"I  was  recently  in  a  past  life  group." 
reports  Strange,  "and  we  were  going 
around  the  circle,  and  I  was  going  to  be 
at  the  end.  Everybody  turned  out  to  have 
been  someone  famous.  So  I  just  an- 
nounced that  if  anyone  thought  about 
taking  Queen  Victoria  before  they  got  to 
me,  they  were  in  deep  trouble! 

"I  myself  was  William  Shakespeare," 
continues  Strange,  and  a  certain  physical 
resemblance  bears  this  out,  "But  I  was 
never  able  to  bring  off  my  great  master- 
piece, Romeo  and  Juliet  meet  Harold  and 
Maude,  until  now."  Strange  is  referring 
to  his  most  recently  completed  book,  a 
"light  romance"  featuring  "an  incredible 
love  scene  followed  by  a  triple  suicide," 
The  book  also  asks  the  burning  question: 
"How  can  I  lure  more  movie  stars  into 
my  bed  and  bring  about  world  peace'.'" 

If  nothing  else,  the  publication  of 

Ecstasy  Made  Easy  should  bring  about 
more  Strange  laughs,  somewhere  be- 
tween the  first  and  third  chakras.  □

FUmmaker  Finds  Her  Own  Vision 
in  Creating  Alice  Walker  Portrait

One  propitious  day  about  five  years 
ago.  Elena  Featherston  made  up  her  mind 
to  do  something  she'd  been  thinking 
about  for  a  long  time.  She  decided  to 
make  a  film  about  one  of  her  favorite 
writers.  AHce  Walker  Last  April,  her 
idea  finally  became  a  reality  when  V/- 
sions  of  the  Spirit,  a  one-hour  documen- 
tary produced  and  directed  by  Featherston, 
premiered  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts. 

Featherston .  who  lives  on  Jersey 
Street,  was  a  mere  novice  filmmaker 
when  she  conceived  of  the  project.  Al- 
though she  had  directed  a  few  short  Aus- 
tralian videos,  she  had  no  experience 
making  feature-length  films.  She  was 
working  as  a  special  assistant  to  the  gen- 
eral manager  of  KQED  public  television 
at  the  time,  however,  so  she  decided  to 
ask  her  employers  if  they  would  consider 
doing  a  short  film  portrait  of  Walker. 

KQED  refused  on  the  grounds  thai 
Walker  was  "'a  nobody."  Three  months 
later.  Walker  won  a  Pulitzer  Prize  for  her 
novel.  The  Color  Purple,  and  KQED 
began  to  waver  But  Featherston  had  al- 
ready reached  a  turning  point. 

"KQED  couldn't  make  a  commit- 
ment," says  Featherston.  "Then  one  day 
I  went  to  the  movies  and  watched  yet 
another  unrealistic  portrayal  of  black 
women  on  the  screen.  And  I  got  angry — 
but  it  was  a  good,  creative  anger."  This 
anger,  she  says,  gave  her  the  strength  to 
declare,  "I'll  do  it  myself!" 

As  a  woman  of  color,  Featherston  was 
tired  of  seeing  the  same  worn-out  images 
of  black  people,  "I  wanted  to  produce 
pieces  with  natural,  multi-dimensional 
characters."  she  explains.  "Alice's  work 
is  dedicated  to  the  realistic  depiction  of 
black  women  and  their  experiences." 

Undaunted  by  her  lack  of  filmmaking 
expertise — she  has  a  degree  in  theater 
arts — Featherston  pursued  her  creative 
impulse.  She  bought  how-to  books  on 
film  producing  and  directing.  She  taught 
herself  to  write  proposals  and  draw  story 
boards  and  she  held  on  to  her  belief  that 
she  could  learn  the  rest  on  the  spot. 

She  began  her  project  simply  by  send- 
ing a  letter  to  Walker's  Alamo  Square 
residence.  "At  first  Alice  was  reticent 
about  considering  my  idea,"  recalls 
Featherston.  "She  didn't  trust  the  media, 
and  I  was  an  unknown  filmmaker"  But 
Featherston  persevered,  and  after  a  year 


of  letters  and  phone  calls.  Walker 
warmed  to  the  idea  and  agreed  to  an 
interview. 

Armed  with  $5,000  she'd  wangled 
from  the  New  York  Film  Fund,  plus  cap- 
ital from  individual  backers.  Featherston 
left  her  job  at  KQED  to  devote  herself 
full-time  to  shooting  the  film. 

The  first  interview  took  place  in  Point 
Reyes,  where  Walker  wrote  The  Color 
Purple.  During  the  meeting,  recounts 
Featherston.  Walker  talked  about  some 
of  the  biggest  influences  in  her  life,  in 
particular  the  inspiration  she'd  derived 
from  the  beauty  of  nature.  She  also 
touched  on  her  views  about  politics,  writ- 
ing, and  relationships. 

But  to  get  a  more  in-depth  history  of 
Walker's  personal  life,  Featherston 
trekked  down  to  Eatonton.  Georgia, 
Walker's  childhood  country.  There, 
flanked  by  camerawoman  Francis  Reid 
(cinematographer  for  The  Life  and  Times 
of  Harvey  Milk)  and  sound  recorder 
Claudia  Katayangi.  she  interviewed 
Walker's  mother  and  sister,  and  shot 
scenes  of  the  Eatonton  countryside  "just 
so  I  could  get  a  feeling  of  what  it  was  like 
for  Alice  to  grow  up  there." 

In  searching  for  Walker's  roots.  Feath- 
erston also  unearthed  her  own.  Though 
born  and  bred  in  Richmond.  California, 
she,  like  Walker,  has  Southern  ancestry. 

"I  used  to  spend  my  summers  in  New 
Orleans,"  recal  Is  4 1  -year-old  Feath- 
erston, "where  my  grandmother  taught 
the  spoiled  city  brat  how  to  survive  in  a 
world — her  farm— that  didn't  offer  all 
the  commodities  I  was  used  to."  Her  fore- 
mothers  also  transmitted  to  her  a  fierce 
pride  in  her  black  heritage  and  woman- 
hood. "I've  already  started  to  hand  this 
message  down  to  my  baby  granddaugh- 
ter." she  says- 

The  three-woman  crew  continued  on 
to  South  Carolina,  where  Steven  Spiel- 
berg was  filming  The  Color  Purple. 
Featherston  interviewed  the  movie's 
stars.  Whoopi  Goldberg  and  Oprah  Win- 
frey, as  well  as  producer  Quincy  Jones 
and  director  Spielberg. 

But  after  eight  months  of  shooting, 
Featherston's  life  erupted  into  turmoil, 
and  the  production  of  Visions  came  to  a 
standstill. 

"in  no  less  than  six  months."  she  ex- 
plains, "I  attended  two  funerals.  One  of 
my  favorite  uncles  and  my  brother  died. 
At  the  same  lime,  I  was  going  through

my  divorce.  But  thinking  about  my  proj- 
ect sustained  me  through  these  limes, 
even  though  thinking  was  all  I  could  do 
for  a  while." 

Featherston  held  on  to  her  dream, 
though,  and  after  a  year  and  a  half,  she 
started  a  new  job  working  for  a  computer 
services  company,  where  she  saved 
enough  money  to  complete  the  film  on  a 
meager  budget  of  $60,000. 

After  its  premiere.  Visions  was  show- 
cased at  the  York  movie  theater,  the  Oak- 
land Museum,  the  U,C.  Berkeley  Theater 
and  the  Roxie  on  16th  Street.  Now  Feath- 
erston is  concentrating  on  setting  the  next 
screening  date  and  scrapmg  more  funds 
together  for  her  film's  distribution  and 
post-production  costs.  She  is  also  taking 
time  out  to  assess  her  work,  comparing  the 
final  results  with  her  original  intentions. 

'Tm  not  totally  satisfied  with  the 


film."  the  perfectionist  in  her  says,  "be- 
cause basically  I'm  a  writer  I  can  create 
good  stories  on  paper,  but  this  was  my 
first  experience  as  a  screenwriter.  Editing 
a  film  is  different  than  putting  words 
down  on  paper." 

Featherston  draws  an  analogy  between 
making  a  film  and  raising  a  child.  There 
comes  a  point,  she  says,  when  you  have 
to  let  your  child  go  his  or  her  own  way. 
imperfections  and  all. 

"But  I'm  happy,"  she  reflects.  "1 
wanted  to  make  a  film  for  my  soul  and 
spirit,  not  for  my  ego  or  my  purse." 

Visions  of  the  Spirit  is  not  just  a  film 
about  Alice  Walker  and  her  opinions  on 
feminism,  literature  or  the  civil  rights 
movement,  concludes  Featherston.  it  is 
also  "about  Alice's  mother,  or  my  mother, 
or  our  grandmothers.  It  is  a  lestameni  lo 
the  women  who  were  there  before  us  and 
enabled  us  to  be  what  we  are  now,"  □

Res- 
taurant Row  has  awaited  the  arrival  of  a 
new  eatery  called  24th  Street,  described 
by  owner  Bill  Russell-Shapiro  (of  Fire- 
house  BBQ  fame)  as  a  "rotisserie  and 
grill."  The  space,  on  24th  up  from  Castro 
(formerly  occupied  by  Little  Italy  Too 
and  before  that,  Maggie's),  has  been 
gutted,  but  Bill,  who  lives  in  Noe  Valley, 
is  winding  through  the  permit  process  for 
reconstruction  (including  the  deck). 

"We  have  targeted  September  13  as 
our  opening,  with  a  benefit  for  the 
Friends  of  Noe  Valley,"  Bill  says  optimis- 
tically He  promises  mandolin  and  guitar 
serenades  as  a  weekend  attraction. 

There  will  be  some  changes  across  the 
street  at  the  Meat  Market  Coffeehouse, 
which  has  been  sold  by  Curtiss  Chan  and 
Barbara  Martin  to  a  sometime  customer. 
Sara  Soltan. 

"I  started  going  to  the  Meal  Market 
about  10  years  ago  when  I  moved  from 
Staten  Island  to  Potrero  Hill,"  says  Sara. 
"It  was  a  nice  place  to  go  with  great 
atmosphere." 

Sara  says  she  is  going  to  expand  the 
menu,  open  earlier  (7:30  a.m.  on  week- 
days, 8  a.m.  weekends),  and  get  into 
breakfast.  Sara  also  plans  to  install  a 
wine  bar  (i.e.,  fine  wines  by  the  glass). 
The  interior  decoration  will  stay  the 
same,  and  the  famous  bulletin  board  will 
still  be  cleaned  every  full  moon. 

Three  doors  down,  at  the  corner  of 
24th  and  Castro.  Rory's  Twisted  Scoop 
will  soon  open  an  expanded  seating  area, 
so  you  and  your  ice  cream  cone  can  find 
shelter  from  the  wind. 

Around  the  corner,  the  building  where 
Carson  and  York  Bakery-Cafe  used  to 
bake  has  been  sold  for  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $400,000.  Rumor  is. 
the  buyer  intends  to  occupy. 

There  was  also  a  rumor  of  a  listing  of 
"a  restaurant  and  building  on  24th  Street 
and  Noe"  for  sate  for  a  million  bucks. 
The  restaurant  and  building  is  noi  Panos" . 
but  Mom's  Cafe  (on  24th  nearer  Sanchez), 
and  the  price  is  not  a  million,  but 
$950,000.  As  of  deadline,  no  lakers.
